A few notes that all growers should carefully read. | 

Extract from the meeting 
of the Pennsylvania Horticultural Society; page 401, 
The Florists’ Exchange of September 19, by Edwin Lons- 
dale. i 


report of the September 


In the evening a fine collection of dahlias came from 
the Peacock Dahlia Farms, Atco, N. J. The origial 
single 20th Century and a very large progeny were! to 
_be seen. It seems that all the colors, shades and tints 
that come in dahlias are now to be round In the Gimass 


of which the very large and sensational single 20th 
Century was the forerunner. There were over 30 dis- 
tinet varieties of these alone. Some have been given 


names. Mrs. J. C. Hance is of fine form and under the 
artificial light (electric) appeared of a delicate shade of 
pink. One labeled Big Chief is rich crimson in color 
and is inelined to come double and is similar in type 
to those that have been designated the peony-flowered 
class. One had divided petals. Two novelties, in the 
double decorative class, are well worthy of note. Miss 
Virginia Maule is a very attractive flower, being large 
in size, full in form and a very delicate shade of pink 
in color. This variety, it is said, originated with W1H- 
lam H. Maule, the seedsSman, but the cut flower crop 
from same are entirely controlled by the exhibitors. The 
other meritorious novelty was one labeled Jack Rose; 
this also is inclined to the decorative type and is a bright 
erimson in color; the flower is large and full. This vari- 
ety originated with the Peacock Dahlia Farms, and con- 
gratulations are certainly in order. Among the older 
show varieties may be mentioned A. D. Livoni, as being 
on view, and what a beautiful pink in color it is under 
the influence of the electric light! It is safe to say, I 
think, that it showed to better advantage under those 
conditions than any other variety present. That is 
worth knowing, because many, or most decorations 
rather, are generally used under. artificial light. Ara- 
bella was also good. One visitor pointed to it with en- 
thusiasm saying, ‘“There’s a variety that cannot be 
grown that good in Pennsylvania.’’ 


At the October meeting of the Pennsylvania Horticul- 
“tural Society we exhibited Jack Rose which was certifi- 
cated for its fine form, long stems and the purity of its 
brilliant crimson (General Jacqueminot) color. 


Cut Flower Dahlias. 


Much has been said on this subject and we give below 
opinions of several that “handle and know,” naming the 
best six Dahlias for cut flowers. 

W. J. Muth, manager of the commission house of the 
Philadelphia Cut Floral Co., considers the following six 
varieties among the best on the market for all-around 


eut flower purposes: Kriemhilde, pink, cactus. Perle 
d’Or, shaggy white. Jack Rose, deep red. Virginia 
Maule, shell pink, large. Clifford W. Bruton, yellow, 
large. Lyndhurst, scarlet. 

William J. Baker, commission man, says, so far as 
his experience goes, he prefers: Lyndhurst, Catherine 


Duer, Jack Rose—all reds—Bruton, yellow, Nymphea and 
Kriemhilde; these are all good types for cut flowers. 
Penelope, a lavender tinted white of the snowball type, 
is also a good one.

Niessen of the Leo 
Niessen Co. gives the following list: Kriemhilde, Perle 
d’Or, Lyndhurst, Jack Rose, Sylvia and Bruton or H. W.

Peacock and Cut Flowers. 


To those who know, nothing need be said regarding 
our connection with the Dahlia cut flower industry. The 
Fall of 1893 we introduced our new Nymphxa to the 
wholesale trade and the Summer of 1894 we solicited the 
assistance of Wm. J. Baker (quoted above), and virtu- 
ally forced cut blooms of Nymphea on the Philadelphia 
florists and people. Since then we originated and intvro- 
duced such grand varieties as C. W. Bruton, Storm King, 
May Lomas and a number of others, not mentioning the 
Sena ational 20th Century and the other Century yarie- 
ies. 


During this period we have always looked out for and 
secured the best varieties originated by others and were 
usually the first to introduce them to the American 
trade; the latest example is Virginia Maule, which 
we are now introducing in connection with Jack Rose 
and our other matchless productions. 


To the beginner it would be wise to get the advice of 
an expert grower stating in his inquiry the purposes 
for which he wants them, laying particular stress upon 
colors, shades and types and giving the local conditions. 


One point we wish to 
Perle d’Or at the head 
Wing is the best early 


impress upon all; while we place 
of the list of whites, yet Storm 
commercial white Show Dahlia, 
while John Walker is the best late commercial white 
Show Dahlia, where it succeeds; where it does not. 
White Swan is the best late white Show Dahlia. We 
make the above remarks without qualification and to 
show that, except in a general way, there are no six best 
Dahlias. In other words, we can get six best only by 
considering all around good qualities, and they are the 
six best for general use.
